EXAMINER'S ACTION 
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Claims 56-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first and 
second paragraphs, as the claimed invention is not described in 
such full, clear, concise and exact terms as to enable any person 
skilled in the art to make and use the same, and/or for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims define an apparatus which detects carbon dioxide 
using a pH sensitive dye. It is well established that pH 
sensitive dyes change color in response to the reaction of 
hydrogen ions with the dyes. The problem with the specification 
and claims of the instant case is that there does not appear to 
be a source of hydrogen ions to react with the pH sensitive dye 
and in order for the invention to operate as disclosed and 1 
claimed (i.e. using a pH sensitive dye) there must be a source of 
hydrogen ions.
